RUSHUS WILLIAMS, aka BOB WILLIAMS, was located and inter- 
viewed on February 29, 1959, at orge!s Truck Stop, 

2901 Mayflower, Cleveland, by A | 
WILLIAMS stated that during September, 1958, he heard 
from an unknown individual at a truck stop at East 62nd 
and State, Chicago, that he could get & few loads out 

of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, at Scanlon's Radio and Music 
Shop. He stated he was then furnished with the address 
of Scanlon's Radio and Music Shop, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 


and proceeded to Milwaukee, Wisconsin, at that time in 
an effort to obtain a load. 


He stated when he arrived at West Allis, Wisconsin, | 

he made agreements to haul merchandise from that location 
to the E and A Sales Company, 7010 Euclid Avenue, Cleveland, 
Ohio. 


WILLIAMS stated that he brought approximately ten loads 
of merehandise from the above mentioned location to the 

E and A Sales Company, 7010 Euclid Avenue, during the 
month of September, 1958. He stated а man by the.name of 
IRVING (LNU) paid him the freight due on each shipment 
which he brought to Cleveland. He advised he was unable 
to furnish the names of the individuals who unloaded the 
merchandise on arrival at the E and A Sales Company, but 
indicated there were approximately four ог five white and 
colored males who aided in unloading the shipments. 


He indicated when he first hauled merchandise to Cleveland, 
the merchandise was delivered at the rear entrance of 

7010 Euclid Avenue and when this location was filed the 
wall between 7010 and 7002 Euclid Avenue was knocked out 
and the merchandise on arrival was subsequently transferred 
into the vacant store at 7002 Euclid Avenue after being 
unloaded at the rear door of 7010 Euclid Avenue.

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WILLIAMS stated on the majority of trips which 
were brought to Cleveland, he obtained a load at the 
Harwood Trucking Company, Cleveland, for return trip to 
Chicago and then deadheaded to Wisconsin where he got another 
load from Scanlon's and returnéd to the E and A Sales 
Company, Cleveland. 


WILLIAMS indicated he hauled merchandise from 
‘Scanion's Radio and Music Shop, West Allis, Wisconsin, 

to the E and A Sales Company, Cleveland, for a period of 
approximately one month. He stated the average round trip 
between West Allis, Wisconsin, and Cleveland, Ohio, via 
Chicago, Illinois, would take approximately three days and 

he is, therefore, of the opinion that he averaged approximately 
two or three loads per week. 


WILLIAMS stated that he had stayed at the Majestic 
Hotel, East 55th Street, Cleveland, during the time spent 
in Cleveland when the above Shipments were brought to the 
E and A Sales Company. He also advised that, to the best 
of his recollection, he remembers spending a few nights 
Sleeping in his truck parked at George's Truck Stop and on 
these occasions did not register at the Majestic Hotel, 
Bast 55th Street, Cleveland. 


WILLIAMS said that the tractor used to make these 
Shipments is owned by him and is a yellow and black Mack 
diesel and an aluminum trailer. He stated "Scanlon!s 

Whse Pvt. Carrier, Milwaukee, Wisconsin” was printed on the 
Side of both the tractor and trailer. 


It is to be noted the diesel owned by WILLIAMS 
presently has the following sign taped on the side of the 
yellow cab: "Motor Dispatch, Inc., Chicago, Illinois".
